Will Form Part of University 
Corps to Reinforce Princess 
Patricias. 


Amid ‘scenes of the greatest en- 
thusiasm on the part of members of 
the student bodies of the University 
of Alberta and affillated colleges, 
elght students of the university left 
the city last night on their, way to 
Niagara-on-the-Lake; Ont, where 
they will form. part /of'the universi- 
tles’ compaty now in training, and 
which will soon go forward to France 
as a reinforcement to the Princess 
Patricias, The eight men were C, L, 
Heck, C, F, Carswell, A. T. Glanville, 
J, & Kerr, N. MeArthur, A. R. Me- 
Queen, BE, H. Parsons, and G. R. 
Stevens. A ninth man, W. C. Overs, 
will leave tonight or tomorrow. 

Two changes in the’ personnel of 
the detachment were made at the last 
moment. Luther Jones, Ponoka, and 
Robt. M. Martin, of Edmonton South, 
had originally been selected, but yes- 
terday C, L. Beck, son of Mr, Justice 
Beck, and J. 8S. Kerr, of South Ed- 
monton, were substituted, Another 
son of Mr. Justice Beck, Private Aus- 
tin Beck, is now at the front. He left 
Edmonton with the 101st and was 
later transferred to one of the On- 
tario battalions, 

The nine men are members of the 
officers’ training corps which has 
been conducted during the past year 
by Captain H. J. McLeod and Lieut, 8. 
Db, Killam at the University, and as a 
result of which a large number of 
men have gone directly to the front 
from the university. while others have 
joined the battalions now in training 
in the vity, There were 150 men al- 
together in training during the year, 
and 42 of these took a special course 
of lectures during the past few wecke, 
under the direction of Sergt, Loftus, 
R.C.R., and Capt. McLeod, so as to be 
able to qualify earlier than the ordin- 
ary two-year course would allow, Of 
these forty-two men, four are mem- 
bers of the university staff: Prof. C. 
8. Burgess. Prof. A. EB, Cameron, Prof, 
W. M. Edwards, and Prof, 8. D, Kil- 
lam,
